ing 1914. A large amount of such in- 
surance is being written, much more than was ex- 
pected. Put on the market in December, its first real 
test as a help to retailers and to farmers will come 
with this year’s growth and harvest of crops. 

The plan is based on the rainfall as registered at 
government stations. The total rainfall from April 1 
to September 15 for the state is averaged with the 
rainfall for the particular locality, and the rate of 
insurance is based on this average. It varies from 
$1 per $100 along the Missouri River to $10 per $100 
in the western third of the two states in which the 
experiment is on trial. 

When the rainfall for a given season is below the 
average, the farmer is paid in proportion to the 
amount of moisture recorded. When no rain falls, 
he has a total loss. If a normal amount of rain falls, 
he gets nothing. 

In one sense the farmers who take out this insur- 
ance are gambling with the insurance companies. 
This because the amount of rainfall can be under the 
average and normal amount, but because it falls in the 
right nicks of time, it results in excellent crops of 
normal size. On the other hand, there may be a 
full amount of rainfall and yet the crops fail because 
the rain did not come at the right time. For these 
reasons taking out insurance of this kind is a trans- 
action in which two parties bet on what the weather is 
going to be. 

Exactly this same argument, however, and pre- 
cisely the same reasoning will apply to life insurance 
or fire insurance. There is one point of superiority 
about this scheme the Westerners are trying out. No 
chance exists for policyholders to influence the 
weather, the rainfall. 


The life insurance policyholder may commit suicide, 
and the company, unable to prove that he killed him- 
self, must pay the amount of the policy. The fire in- 
surance policyholder may stick kerosene and hay in 
the cellar and touch a match to it and the fire insur- 
ance company cannot always prove an act of arson. 

In drought insurance, however, the one important 
factor is the amount of rainfall and neither farmer 
nor the insurance expert has discovered any way by 
which with certainty one mortal man can make either 
more or less rain come from the sky. 

On the face of it we should say there will be more 


fair play and there is more genuine sportsmanship in 
this drought insurance plan than in the others. 

As a scheme by which men may stop every chance 
and block every danger of a whole community of 
farmers going broke because of bad weather, it looks 
good. Insurance of this sort has long been obtain- 
able in Germany and has had its highest develop- 
ment in Denmark and Belgium. 

In a community where this kind of insurance is 
widely bought, the retail hardware man will sleep 
better nights on the matter of credits and collections.

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RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES

A short time ago a metropolitan newspaper sent 
out a letter to all of the ministers of the gospel in that 
city. The question was asked them, “Which verse in 
the Bible do you regard as the wisest of all?” 

A large majority of those who replied to this ques- 
tion picked upon one certain verse and agreed that 
this single verse had the finest essence of wisdom to 
be found in a similar number of words in the holy 
writ. The verse is: 

“He that ruleth his own spirit is greater than he 
that ruleth a city.” 

One reason for passing on this incident is that in 
many business houses, in offices and in work shops 
is a habit of quarreling and backbiting and so many 
of the employes are victims of this habit that the re- 
sult of it is a disturbed balance, a business with its 
equilibrium wrong. Because the employes do not un- 
derstand the value of ruling one’s own spirit, they 
throw into the business an air which reduces output, 
fails to hold old trade, and does not get a paying clutch 
on new trade. 

A restaurant manager in a large Western city was 
asked what was the one cause for which he most fre- 
quently discharged waiters. His answer was, “Snappy 
back talk.” a 

To this manager, as to every modern alert business 
man, there is a cash value in courtesy. 

In some of our machine shops to-day stands one 
of the marvels of the age, the automatic lathe. The 
man who tends it can go away from it and it will go 
right on turning out its work with complex yet sure- 
acting arms and fingers of steel. One thing is neces- 
sary, however. On one point the instructions are posi- 
tive. A certain amount of oil, a proper flow of lubri- 
cant, must be running all the time over these amazing, 
shuttling arms and fingers of steel or they will not 
turn out the work expected of them. In fact, should 
there be neglect of the proper amount of oil to reduce 
the friction, to save the wear and grind and scrape of 
one machine part upon another, the wonderful auto- 
matic lathe would be ready in short order for a quick 
trip to the hellbox. 

So there are business men keen and able in man- 
agement who believe that courtesy does for the store, 
the office, or the shop, exactly what the steady and 
faithful supply of lubricant does for the automatic 
lathe. 

Not only is there personal happiness to be gained 
by the individual who learns to practice courtesy. 
Also is there power and cash value in the manner 
courteous. The old saying runs, “Courtesy hath a 
charm to be remembered and the strength of a strong 
arm.” 

The art of being courteous as mastered by some 
salesmen makes doors open and gains a hearing year 
after year in every office where a call is made. This 
because it is understood that these salesmen are 
thoughtful, direct of manner, that they come to the 
point and do business with efficiency of method and 
economy of time. 

Sometimes it happens, however, that a salesman of 
this class gets a rebuff. Though he is entitled to a 
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hearing and though his method of approach lives up 
to alf the decencies of behavior between man and man, 
he is foiled. He does not get inside to tell his story 
to the man whom he has a right to see. And this be- 
cause the man inside is ignorant of the cash value of 
courtesy. 

The excerpt printed below from a letter of John P. 
McCrea of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, shows that how 
discourtesy may easily defeat itself. It is a picture of 
one of those rare, peculiar institutions still surviving 
in modern business, where the man on the inside, the 
“man higher up,” who should be the leading genius 
and inspiration in that particular place for the cour- 
teous handling of buyers and sellers, is himself a wet 
blanket, a stone wall, a statue of frozen ice, or whatso- 
ever else that symbols something cold, impenetrable, 
unprofitable. This is the story as taken from a page of 
real life lived by John P. McCrea: 


“Recently I made a canvass of the manufacturing 
establishments of Camden, New Jersey. Nobody knows 
just why Camden happened, but it happened. There they 
make steamships, musical instruments, talking machines, 
gelatine, steel pens, caramels, paper, soap, Campbell’s 
Soups, etc., ete. etc. I got next to all these products. 
Visited fifty-one offices. Was rudely treated at all but 
fifty of them. I will always remember the fifty and I am 
a likely to forget the one which is not included in the 
hity. 

“Maybe you will bé surprised to know that the one 
place where courtesy was lacking was the Victor Talking 
Machine Company. The only gentleman about the place 
as far as I was able to discover, was the gracious young 
lady who greatly dignified herself and the establishment 
by playing well her part in the direction of trying to get 
me an audience with the man I had called to see. The 
small boy who took my card in came back presently an- 
nouncing, ‘He says to write him.’ 

“When I told the young lady that I had nothing to 
write him and that my company hadn’t, but that time and 
expense had been employed to see the man in person, 
and, furthermore, that I was unwilling to believe that her 
company wanted anybody to leave its office with an im- 
pression of discourtesy, she at once grasped the situation, 
sent the boy back to say to the man that my mission was 
to see him in person for but a moment or two, but this 
availed nothing but to cause to come back the response 
that the man was too busy to see me, which response, of 
course, indicated his incivility rather than the situation 
which actually existed. To the young lady I expressed 
very profoundly my appreciation of her effort in my 
behalf, and I want to say to you that if I knew her name 
and address, one girl in Jersey would receive a very neat 
remembrance when Christmas time comes around. 

“I happened to narrate to a Philadelphia friend my 
Camden experience as I have herein set it forth. He hap- 
pens to have a son out in lowa who markets a good many 
Victor Talking Machines. It was suggested that an off- 
cial of the company should be made acquainted with just 
what had taken place. I have prepared and sent in such 
a letter. It may have the effect of causing one Mr. Oliver 
Jones to be taught a needed lesson in commercial polite- 
ness. The incident reminded me of an experience you 
once had at magnificent Parkersburg, West Virginia, and 
that’s why I’ve taken time to tell you about it. 


Perhaps one of the most widely quoted business 
proverbs to-day is the one which is understood to 
have originated with Marshall Field and which has 
long been a slogan with the company bearing his name. 
“The customer is always right,” said Mr. Field. On 
the back of the envelopes in which your neck tie is 
handed you when you shop at the Field Store is a 
little announcement telling you that your criticism, 
your objection, your “kick,” on the store service is 
earnestly solicited. The store wants to know what 
you regard as service and courtesy. If you want 
courteous service and don’t get it, you are urged to 
say so. The assumption is that you are “right,” that 
you, the customer cannot be wrong and if there is fault 
it is with the store. 
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Running all through modern merchandising is this 
idea of service, that the article you pay your money 
for shall come to you through a transaction in which 
there is the utmost of human graciousness. 

Unfortunately there are many cases where discour- 
tesy and shortsightedness cause a concern to be un- 
graciously remembered, and where the discourtes) 
would not exist if one remembered the Golden Rule. 
No more flagrant case has come to my notice than the 
one I have just heard. 

It appears that a friend of mine occasionally visits 
LaSalle and Peru, Illinois, and he has made a number 
of attempts to obtain an interview with Mr. LeRoy 
at Peru without any better success than other repre- 
sentatives of his concern, as well as the head of his 
house, who sometimes visits these twin cities on busi- 
ness. Invariably the reply is sent out: “Mr. LeRoy is 
out of the city,” or “not in town.” 

In view of the fact that Mr. LeRoy has recently 
returned from one of the most extensive and expensive 
business trips that any evangelist of commerce has 
undertaken in a long while, one would think he would 
extend a part of the courtesy which he undoubtedly 
received and expected from those whom-he visited 
recently in the Antipodes. Yet when my friend called 
at his place of business a few days ago the young man 
who took his card gave him to infer that Mr. LeRoy 
was in. Imagine his surprise a few minutes later to 
have a young man bring his card out to him with the 
information that Mr. LeRoy was not in town. The 
young man volunteered the information that he was in 
charge of the department in which my friend was 
interested and that there was “nothing doing,” nor 
were there any prospects for “anything doing” for 
1914. The head of his firm having furnished my 
friend with the information that the souree of supply 
for a certain line in which he was interested would 
not be furnished to Mr. LeRoy for 1914 was sur- 
prised, and asked the young man how he knew they 
were all supplied. The reply indicated the young man 
was talking at random and evidently was not posted, 
so my friend asked for Mr. So-and-So, whom he 
had seen on his last visit. “Oh, he is not with us 
any more.” Then he asked for Mr. So-and-So. “And 
he is no longer with us.” And Mr. So-and-So? “He 
is not with us, but I am in charge of this department 
now as assistant to Mr. LeRoy,” so my friend cour- 
teously withdrew. 

Two minutes later he called up Mr. LeRoy on the 
local telephone, who treated the telephone caller to 
an exhibition of bad temper when he learned that the 
speaker at the other end of the telephone happened 
to be the same person he had sent a message to a few 
minutes before to the effect that he was out of the 
city, but was calmed by my friend’s manner in assur- 
ing Mr. LeRoy that he had no desire of monopoliz- 
ing very much of his time, but would like a more 
definite response to take home to his concern as a 
report of the call than the misinformation that 
had been supplied to him by the “buffer” with whom 
he had held his interview, reminding Mr. LeRoy that 
his concern employed traveling salesmen who cost 
money to compensate for their services as well, as 
railroad, hotel and other expenses for traveling, and 
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whom they expected to be received with ordinary 
business courtesy. All my friend asked Mr. LeRoy 
was a little ordinary courtesy in return. 

My friend tells me he is getting some of the high 
pressure removed each time he tells this story, but 
each time he tells it, does not make any new friends 
for Mr. LeRoy nor the concern which he represents 

Underlying genuine courtesy is thoughtfulness. 
Your friend who is thoughtful, and your other friend 
who is not, are well defined in the epigram John P. 
McCrea (again enter McCrea!) prints on a card he 
sends to friends. It reads: 

“The difference between true friendship and ac- 
quaintanceship is that when we are absent from our 
familiar haunts our acquaintances take it for granted 
that we are out of town; our true friends make in- 
quiries, to be sure that we are not in the hospital.” 

Of course, business has its back numbers and fogies 
who stick to an old fashioned idea of tall dignity and 
a solemn face which seems to say. “It is beneath my 
rank to wait upon you and take your money and you 
are fortunate that I consent to do so.” As against this 
are some of the merchandisers of to-day who are 
not afraid of homely, elemental, human sentiment. 
One salesman we know is placing on the back of his 
letter envelopes a sticker containing the words: 

The advertising of the stores of John Wanamaker 
have a style of their own, a style which is watched 
closely by many other advertisers. It is interfused 
with the idea of courtesy. The place that courtes) 
holds as one of the forces that ‘makes the wheels go 
round” in the store may be judged from these epi 
grams by Mr. Wanamaker himself: 

“Courtesy is the minute-hand of the all-day clock 
of this store. 

“To be at your best, be well, polite and a good 
listener. 

“When you speak, use few words and drop them 
gently and distinctly. 

“Give information, but do not argue. 

“A courteous, soft answer is a conducting rod to 
carry off the lightning of hasty words.” 

“This has never failed: Love something, someone, 
and friends will flock like snow birds to the window 
ledge.” 

Another business man encloses in his letters a re- 
print from a book by Henry Van Dyke in which is this 
paragraph : 

“Are you willing to stoop down and consider the 
needs and the desires of little children; to remember 
the weakness and loneliness of people who are grow- 
ing old; to stop asking how much your friends love 
you and ask yourself whether you love them enough; 
to bear in mind the things that other people have to 
bear on their hearts; to try to understand what those 
who live in the same house with you really want; 
without waiting for them to tell you; to trim your 
lamp so that it will give more light and less smoke, 
and to carry it in front so that your shadow will fall 
behind you; to make a grave for your ugly thoughts 
and a garden for your kindly feelings, with the gate 
open—are you willing to do these things even for a 
day? Then you can keep Christmas.”

MOLDERS’ WAGES NOT ADVANCED FOR 1914, 


The annual joint conference of the representatives 
of the Stove Founders’ National Defense Association 
and the International Molders’ Union of North 
America to regulate prices for molding for 1914, was 
held recently at Atlantic City, New Jersey. The mold- 
ers made a demand for Io per cent advance in wages 
and after seven days of almost continuous sessions 
the representatives of the molders withdrew this de- 
mand, and the agreement for 1913 of 35 per cent on 
the board prices, or its equivalent, was agreed to for 
1914. The prices of molders’ wages has steadily gone 
up since 1898, when the first advance on the board 
was made. 

Lewis Moore of Joliet, Illinois, was appointed to 
represent the Stove Founders in place of W. H. 
Cribben, deceased. 

The following impressive resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted in joint sessions expressing regret 
upon the death of W. H. Cribben: 

“The representatives of the Stove Founders’ Na- 
tional Defense Association, and of the International 
Molders’ Union of North America, assembled in joint 
conference, herewith, unanimously express and place 
upon record our love and appreciation of our late as- 
sociate and friend, William Henry Cribben. 

“Grief is present with us now; sadness and sorrow 
fill our hearts. There is a vacant chair; a sense of 
loss pervades our meeting. 

‘And yet, while we have not the counsel and advice 
of our friend, his memory and spirit is with us; the 
strength of his example and character abide with us 
still. 

“We remember how well he bore his difficult part in 
our councils: how fair, considerate and just he was; 
how far-seeing and wise; how sincere; how impatient 
of all pretense. We can now understand and appre- 
ciate, better than before, his upright and manly char- 
acter, as we leaned upon him while he_ stood 
among us 

‘A pillar steadfast in the storm.’ 
Some of us who remember him during many years as 
a personal friend, always helpful, kind and true, ten- 
derly responsive to every demand upon his sympathy, 
add our personal tribute to his memory.

GAS INSTALLATIONS WANTED.

PEAT IN CANADA. 





The experimental work conducted by the Canadian 
Government in regard to the manufacture of peat 
proved so successful that there are now two private 
concerns producing peat, one at Alfred, Ontario, and 
the other at Farnham, Quebec, according to Consul 
Felix S. S. Johnson, Kingston, Ontario. It is said that 
the peat manufactured by the Canadian Government 
and used by private persons is satisfactory for grates 
and also good for cooking. 

The Government commission which was sent to 
various European peat-using countries reported that 
the most successful way to treat the peat wasto let the 
sun and wind evaporate the moisture. After the Gov- 
ernment had shown the practicability of producing 
a good quality of peat at a salable price it was left 
to private enterprise to continue the work. The peat 
is sold in Ottawa at $5 a ton or $3 a ton on the cars 
at Alfred. 

The Canadian Government in connection with the 
peat industry will experiment in the production of gas 
and electrical energy from peat.

The author is Ralph Emmett Avery and the 
volume was also edited by William C. Haskins of the 
Canal Record. Both of these men are authorities on 
this subject and as a panorama and story of the con- 
struction and operation of the world’s giant water- 
way from ocean to ocean, the book must take place in 
the very front rank, 

The volume has 384 large pages and of these more 
than one-half are covered with rich half-tone repro- 
ductions of the important and interesting sights of the 
canal zone. A few of the illustrations are in colors. 
There are maps and a pronouncing gazetteer so that 
the casual reader may know how the crowd down at 
the canal speaks the Spanish names of places. The 
dedication of the book is, “To the men of brain and 
brawn of our country, whose matchless skill and in- 
spiring courage made the dream of ages a reality in 
the construction of the Panama Canal.”

Nothing helter skelter or hit or miss is noticed about 
this book. It starts at the beginning of its subject 
with tales of the first Europeans who in 1500 skirted 
the coast of Panama, the natives of that day, the 
white men who brought civilization, and the chances 
and changes of colonization from that day until the 
time when engineers of France and the United States 
began to cast their eyes upon this piece of land as the 
strategic point for a big ditch connecting the two 
oceans. 

The pathetic collapse of the French attempts to 
build the canal, the tragic death rates from malaria 
and yellow fever, the outpour of money in millions of 
dollars all for an end that came to nothing, are told. 

How the United States government entered on the 
project and first of all attacked the health problem 
with all the resources of modern sanitation, and pro- 
vided food, clothing and other necessaries for about 
65,000 persons during the canal construction, is also 
told. 

Colonel George W. Goethals is pictured in the 
frontispiece and is paid tribute as “the squarest boss 
a man ever worked for,” and as the leader whose engi- 
neering and executive abilities and forceful personality 
pushed through the digging of the big ditch. 

Besides being a very complete compilation of facts 
worth preserving, the book is highly entertaining. 
Those who have been to the canal will enjoy thumbing 
over the pages. 

Perhaps a review of this book is not complete with- 
out a quotation which reflects some of the intense 
human throb, clash of shovels, and strain of energy, 
by which the job was done. This verse is by John

The accompanying illustration shows a window dis- 
play titled ““Hop-In,” which was arranged for Luhring 
& Pape, Waverly, Iowa. Moving objects in a display 
window are positive “eye-catchers” and where used 
will usually hold a large crowd in front of the window 
for some time. The idea of a ferris wheel is some- 
thing entirely new. 

This ferris wheel was as nearly correct in detail 
as it is possible to attain in a display window.

of the display 7 ft. 6 ins. Large circles were made of 
No. 8 smooth wire, held in place by screw-eyes. The 
smaller circle was set 3 ins. lower than the larger one. 
These were braced with crossbars of No. 16 smooth 
wire. The spokes were connected by ferrules made of 
bright tin. The whole was draped with green and 
yellow bunting. 

The goods displayed on the wheel were: On the 
large circle, silver knives, forks and spoons, which are 
sewed to the bunting; scissors and shears were fast-

The frame for the stand was made out of %-inch 
boards 4 inches wide, the centerpieces of same being 
4% ft. high, the side braces 4 ft. long, the side pieces 
on the bottom were also 4 ft. long, and the end pieces 
30 ins. long. The drum was built around the axel, 
which consists of a %4-in. galvanized iron pipe 34 ins. 
long. Two 12-in. bottoms out of wooden pails were 
used for the side pieces of the drums and they were 
covered with 24-in. pieces of yardsticks, set about 
2 in. apart. The 12 spokes were made from 
Ig”x14” strips, 3 ft. 3 ins. long, and they were fast- 
ened on the inside of the drum head with screws. The 
lap here was 3 ins., which made the diameter of the 
entire wheel just seven feet. The axle of the wheel 
rested in the stand in holes bored 6 ins. from the top 





ened to the drumhead ; paint brushes were fastened to 
the spokes with small brads; phantom minnows, fish- 
lines, fish stringers, dog collars, etc., were displayed on 
the drum in place of lights on the braces.

for almost any season. 

First, cover the background with blue crepe paper, 
then over each told of the blue put a strip of white. 
Make this by folding the white paper to make it about 
half its regular width. Over each white strip put a 
rosette made out of blue crepe paper. This sort of 
background decoration will help fill out the window, 
as there is comparatively little merchandise in the 
trim. 

Begin at the left by pinning eight potato mashers to 
the background next to the glass. Then put five fry 
pans on the background over each blue strip as the 
You will have to use small nails here. 

Now for the large unit on the left side. Make this 
by placing a 30-inch board over a tall box. On this 
put a T-stand and on this a candy lid covered with 
white crepe paper with five strainers pinned on it. 
You can fasten the lid on the T-stand with the aid of 
some bent pins and a string. On each side of the 
T-stand put a pile of four flour sifters. In front of 
the T-stand put a small board covered with white 
crepe paper and three sadiron handles. 

Next, cover with white crepe paper a wide board 
about 36 inches long. Pin on it eleven basting spoons 
in the way shown by the photograph, and lean this 
board against the box in front. 

Next comes a T-stand and covered candy pail lid 
containing four toasting forks. Put this T-stand on 
the floor and in front of it three curtain rods tied 
together in a tripod effect. 

For the center unit take a box of the same height, 
another 30-inch board, and three T-stands. Cover 
another circular board with white crepe paper and pin 
on it eight lamp burners and wicks, as illustrated. 
Unless this T-stand is taller than the other two, it 
should be stood on a small pasteboard box. 

Cover another T-stand with five cards of handy 
knobs, and another with can openers. Then against 
the center T-stand lean a card of tack claws. 

Cover a wide board with white crepe paper and 
coat hangers. Then put it on the floor, leaning against 
the center unit. 

On the right of this put on the floor a T-stand fitted 
with the circular arrangement, before described, and 
pin to it some shelf brackets. 

The floor plan arrangement is apparent in the 
photograph. The merchandise on the floor follows:

There were in all 
one hundred and sixty employes who received these 
service medals, and each medal was accompanied by 
the following letter, signed by the president of the 
‘ompany : 

“The accompanying gold medal, as the inscription 
upon it indicates, is presented to you by the manage- 
ment of the Winchester Repeating Arms Company in 


recognition of long continued service. It is a token of 
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appreciation of loyalty, which I am sure you will be 
pleased to possess and will hand down to posterity with 
genuine pride.

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MODERN METHODS IN LEARNING A TRADE.

MEETING OF WARM AIR FURNACE 
MANUFACTURERS. 





Announcement was made recently of a meeting of 
the Warm Air Furnace Manufacturers which was 
called by John H. Hussie of Omaha, Nebraska, chair- 
man of the Warm Air Furnace Committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Sheet Metal Contractors of the 
United States, the meeting to be held in the Hotel 
Statler, Cleveland, Ohio, January 22, 1914. 

A meeting called under these auspices will dispel 
any cause for jealousy among the different furnace 
manufacturers. No one set of manufacturers will con- 
trol the meeting in advance. It is not called in the 
interests of any commissioner or paid secretary look- 
ing for a fat office. We understand this meeting is 
being called by the retailers who are interested in im- 
proved installation and who do not propose to interfere 
in the organization of any kind of an association of 
manufacturers. They are volunteering their good of- 
fices to bring the manufacturers of warm air heating 
apparatus together without any cause for factions, and 
after the meeting is called it will be in the hands of 
the manufacturers to perfect theirown organization. 

Those in charge of this important meeting are mak- 
ing every effort to have every manufacturer of warm 
air furnaces and furnace supplies present and state 
that these furnace manufacturers can well afford to 
postpone or otherwise provide for any other meeting 
that they may have contemplated, in order to be pres- 
ent at this meeting. Further, that it must be under- 
stood that it is impossible to call a meeting of national 
scope that would not conflict with the dates set for 
some local meetings. It is therefore due the large 
majority that the few who may find it inconvenient to 
come should do their best to overcome the difficulty in 
order that all may be properly represented. 

It is conceivable that the absence of just a few of the 
important warm air furnace manufacturers of the 
country might cause those present at the meeting to 
decline to take any decisive action. However, the 
Warm Air Furnace Committee of the National Asso- 
ciation of Sheet Metal Contractors of the United 
States states that this is not a question to be avoided 
and that it should be met in a business-like manner 
and either voted down or approved. An evasion of the 
question at issue would only tend to prolong negotia- 
tions, which would apparently be undesirable both to 
the retailers and manufacturers. 

Co-operation in the furnace business is as essential 
as in any other business, and the following letter, sent 
to manufacturers by John H. Hussie, chairman of the 
Warm Air Furnace Committee, is a clear explanation 
of the importance of every warm air furnace manufac- 
turer being present at the meeting to be held in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, on January 22, 1914: 


Gentlemen: I am hereby issuing a formal call for a 
meeting of the manufacturers of furnaces and fur- 
nace accessories, to be held at the Hotel Statler, Cleve- 
land, Ohio, Thursday, January 22, 1914, 10 a. m. 

I have written you on former occasions concern- 
ing this meeting, and therefore need not enlarge upon 
the subject now. I hope, however, that you will allow 
nothing to interfere with your firm being properly 
represented there. It is hoped that at this meeting an 
organization may be formed for the purpose of boost- 
ing for warm air heating in general and good installa- 
tion in particular. wore 

In reply to my former letters I received seventy- 
eight replies favoring the calling of this meeting, and 
promising to attend. I hope that none of these will 
fail, and that others will attend. 

The time and place has been chosen with a view to 
the convenience of all as near,as could be learned. 
Please mark the date on your calendar and send me 
a card saying you will be there, 

Let us make one great big effort toward co-opera- 
tion in the furnace business. This meeting, if prop- 
erly attended, will settle the matter one way or the 
other for some time. Please remember that the 
absence of one firm may be the cause of others hold- 
ing back. The National Association of Sheet Metal 
Contractors, therefore, requests YOU to be there.

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OPERATING CONDITIONS OF A HOT WATER 
SYSTEM. 





An opinion on the use of hot water boilers and 
economizers, whether justified from an investment 
standpoint, is given by I. N. Evans, in an article in 
the English magazine, Domestic Engineering. His 
analysis of the operating conditions of a hot water 
heating system is made from the viewpoint of a heat- 
ing and ventilating engineer. He first discussed the 
problem in Gifford’s Central Station Heating. His 
analysis is as follows: 

There are 550,000 sq. ft. of radiation and 85,000 
sq. ft. of surface in the mains. Using 0.04 for the 
factor for the radiation of mains, we have as follows: 
3,400 Ibs. of steam per hour radiation of mains. The 
steam for the heating surface under maximum and 
minimum conditions is as follows, estimating the gal- 
lons per minute from size of mains and loss in head: 
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The mains have a cubic content of 60,000 gals. of 
water which has to be raised and lowered each time 
the average temperature of the system is changed to 
suit the weather variations. This would be 500,000 
+ 34,000—16 h.p. per degree change, and one-half 
of this would be 8 h.p. for the supply mains. If the 
drop were reduced from 60° to 30°, or one-half, the 
variation would be 120 h.p. instead of 240 h.p. This 
is not strictly a loss, but represents a backlash or the 
degree of lack of responsiveness of the system as a 
whole to change in temperature. 

Although the head on the pumps is supposed to 
vary from 75 ft. to 120 ft. head, the estimated gallons 
pumped seems out of proportion to the power used, 
according to the schedule furnished. These pumps 
show their connections in parallel, and if they are 
rated the same head and gallons, the piping require- 
ments might demand their connection in series, or at 
least some of them, to get the best results. 

The actual gallons circulated is not given, and has 
to be estimated. Possibly there is no meter, in which 
case it would be well to determine the actual quan- 
tity of water circulated. 

The transmission shows a large portion of the 
heating surface turned off in moderate weather. A 
great saving would be made if the pumpage on this 
plant were doubled, especially in weather below 15°. 
The friction of water in the mains would tend to re- 
duce the drop, and the extra power, as the plant is a 
live steam proposition, would be no additional charge. 

There would be a material reduction in the average 
water temperature in moderate weather, as well as 
the required steam temperature in the heaters, affect- 
ing the economy of the turbine during periods of ex- 
cess power load, or the heating surface in buildings 
might be reduced in amount and regulated at the plant 
so that it would be all in use at all times—thus de- 
creasing the cost of installation. 

This would mean a reduction of some 2 lbs. of 
steam per kilowatt hour, or more power would be 
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obtained for a given amount of exhaust steam before 
using it for heating. The extra pumpage would in- 
crease the efficiency of both radiation and heaters 
noticeably. 

There might be one difficulty that would be aggra- 
vated, and that is by-passing and short-circuiting, but 
less allowance would have to be made for different 
temperatures of radiation along the line. 

There are 3,000 h.p. in the steam boilers, with 1,800 
h.p. in the water boilers. It seems to the writer it 
would be far more economical from an investment 
standpoint to change all the boilers to steam under 
the same pressure, and use a live steam heater with 
gravity return for the condensation. The water boil- 
ers are idle in summer, and a large portion of the 
time in winter, according to the text and the figures 
of the operating schedule. 

There were formerly patents controlling this ar- 
rangement, but they have expired, and it is open to 
universal use. This would eliminate two kinds of 
spare boilers, and the same equipment could be used 
for both power and heating, as the boilers would be 
available for heating when the exhaust from the 
power load was inadequate. 

The higher pressure boiler and live steam heater 
is much more flexible to operate, as the fires on water 
boilers have to be banked, drawn or rebuilt, as occa- 
sion demands. 

A reducing valve connection on the exhaust heater 
is not as economical; on account of the pumping of 
the condensation to the boilers. 

The present economizer could be utilized for feed 
purposes for the battery of the hot water boilers 
changed to steam. 

The writer does not believe the use of hot water 
boilers and economizers can be justified from an in- 
vestment standpoint. No economizer in a properly 
designed plant is good for more than 15% of the 
heat of the fuel actually burned under the boilers and 
the cost of installation is equal or greater than the 
equivalent capacity in extra boilers. The flue gases 
can be reduced to the limit of draft requirements, as 
the temperature of the circulated water is low. The 
same money could be better invested in extra water 
hoilers if they were absolutely necessary. 

The foregoing statement has no reference to the 
use of economizers on high-pressure steam boilers, as 
the higher temperatures materially alter the condi- 
tions. Generally it is impossible to make an econom- 
izer pay interest and depreciation, where used solely 
for heating seven months in the year, and where it 
does pay for feed water purposes there is nothing in 
robbing the latter for the heating system. 

There are periods of light power load when there 
is advantage in utilizing an economizer on the heat- 
ing system, but, if adopted, the saving in heating the 
feed water should be sufficient to cover all charges. 

[s- it not possible if the drop on the plant were 
reduced by increasing the pumpage, the effect of the 
wind velocity would not require such a variety of 
operating schedules? The supply temperature seems 
to have been arbitrarily fixed and the drop and re- 
turn temperature manipulated to give the proper 
results.

PATTERNS FOR CHIMNEY EXTENSION HOOD 


BY 0. W. KOTHE. 

Replying to the inquiry of a subscriber for pattern 
and dimensions for a hood as shown on enclosed draw- 
ing, will say that the branch pipes are made the same 
diameter as the stem. The amount of inclination the 
side branch is to have and the length of the branch 
“B” must be made according to judgment and the 
width of iron used. These hoods often give excellent 
satisfaction in places as shown by sketch, and if these 
don’t work, for some reason or other; then about the

cutting the miter line in all points as shown. This is 
all that is necessary to lay out the patterns. 

For the Tee “A” square out a line as I-7 and on it 
place half the stretchout to suit the circumference of 
pipe. Then divide this in the same number of equal 
spaces, and erect lines indefinitely. Now from all 
points in the miter line as 1’-2’-3’-4’—extend over 
points in the stretchout, thus cutting lines having sim- 
ilar number, as shown. Trace a line through these 
points and you have the half pattern “A” finished. To 
lay out the half patten for “B” place the stretchout 
for pipe at right angles to it as from 1 to 1, and from

only thing is to attach a stack to the side of high build- 
ing and run a pipe over to it from the chimney. Some- 
times these vertical stacks are made of tile and are set 
on a brick base built out or set on brackets on the side 
of buildings. Then a slant pipe from the chimney is 
run over into it, which makes the most sure job. Of 
course band iron must be fastened around the tile and 
attached to the building to prevent it from getting out 
of shape. 

To lay out the hood shown first draw a half eleva- 
tion with a branch “A” and “B” and “C”; thus mak- 
ing them all the same diameter and of a length to 
somewhat proportion the article. Next draw the half 
circle for “A” and “C,” and divide in any number of 
equal spaces. From these points square out lines, thus 


these points square out lines indefinitely: then from 
all points in the miter line in “C” erect points into 
stretchout as shown in points 1’-2’-3’, etc. Through 
these points trace a free hand curve and you have the 
half pattern for “B” finished. The opening in this 
branch can be laid out at the same time by erecting 
points from miter line 1’-4’ in “A” and produce the 
curve 4-7”-4. 

To lay out the pattern for “C” place stretchout at 
right angles to branch hand, draw lines through both 
ways indefinitely as shown. ‘Now: from all points in 
the top and bottom line square over points in the 
stretchout so as to cut lines having the same number 
after which trace a line through these points and you 
have the outline for pattern. The opening is pro- 
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duced by projecting points from all points in miter line 
into stretchout which gives you the points to trace lines 
through, and finishes all patterns for hood. Laps 
must be allowed extra.

More than price, more than variety, more than any- 
thing else, does courtesy, accommodation and a guar- 
antee get business for the mail-order house. 

It is the absolute certainty mistakes will be cor- 
rected, that losses will be made good, that defective 
merchandise will be replaced, which brings a cus- 
tomer of the mail-order house to the buying point, 
says James Grayson in the Michigan Tradesman. 

Don’t think, however, for a minute that the mail- 
order houses are easy marks. They’re not. 

They act on the belief that a customer is always 
right, but a chronic complainer finally gets on their 
blacklist. 

For example, a certain customer of a mail-order 
house purchased a pump one August and nine months 
later, after he had allowed the pump to stand out in 
snow, storm, rain, wind and all kinds of weather, 
complained that the pump was defective and asked 
the return of the purchase price. 

The mail-order house refunded the money, sent 
back for the pump, but its appearance told the story. 


An investigator was sent to the town where the com-.

When the investigator’s report 
was made, the complainant’s name was placed on a 
blasklist and never since that time has he been able to 
buy goods from this particular mail-order house. The 
mail-order house is not easy, but it is certainly cour- 
teous and accommodating. The mail-order house 
makes a business of showing complainants that com- 
plaints are welcomed. Instead of putting up a barrier 
to complaints they render complaints easy and pleas- 
ant to make. Mail-order houses make a practice of 
seeing that all orders and complaints are handled 
with courtesy. 

And it is this policy of courtesy and accommodation 
at all. times that has cemented a bond between so many 
mail-order customers and the big mail-order house. 

If we used the balance of this paper to amplify this 
talk, we couldn’t drive our point with better effect.

Rolling mill schedules have been increased and the 
Steel corporation has started some twenty blast fur- 
naces, which were banked in the last ten days of De- 
cember. 

Though orderings have been a little slack this week, 
little of importance coming to the surface, it is the 
bread tendency to better conditions which inspires the 
all around confidence now noticeable. The day to 
day events are not disturbing this belief that the 
fundamentals are right. / 

It is quietly yet positively intimated that there will 
be heavy railroad buying after the decision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission on rate raises is 
heard. No matter what the decision is, whether for 
or against the roads, the steel is needed for construc- 
tion and rehabilitation work already under way or 
planned. 

In finished materials there is a very decided in- 
crease in the number of inquiries and considerable 
new business in nearly all kinds of finished materials 
is noted. In steel bars in the central west, contract- 
ing has been heavy for the first and second quarter 
and $1.01 more for delivery in the second quarter than 
in the first is usually asked. 


SHEETS. 


The marking up of prices by several large sellers 


has caused an advance of a dollar a ton higher in 
black and galvanized sheets while blue annealed sheets 
are easier. The regular market price on orders that 
are fairly desirable is 1.40c for blue annealed; 2.85c 
for galvanized, and 1.85c for black. In some cases 
these prices have been shaded and occasionally a little 
more is obtained. 

The booking of contracts has been refused by 
nearly all sheet mills and when approached by buyers, 
specifications were asked for and close prices were 
made on these. It is quite natural then that the re- 
fusal to book contracts slightly adds to the volume of 
specifications. There were some exceptional cases 
where contracts were made, but these were on the 
condition that the greater part of the contract would, 
at the time, be specified. 


week than during the week previous. A good many 
mills have overhauled their ideas as to prices, which 
is due to the heavy bookings during December and 





particularly during the last half of the month. The 
bookings for that month, of some of the most im- 
portant mills, figured a total that was very near their 
full productive capacity. However, this does not sig- 
nify that these mills will operate to full capacity right 
away since part of the business is not for immediate 
shipment. Nevertheless, it is quite evident that there 
will be an increase in operations which will make the 
production for the month of January a great deal 
larger than the production of December. 

While blue annealed are quotable at 1.40c, they do 
not show the strength at that price that galvanized and 
black sheets show at 2.85c and 1.85c, respectively, al- 
though black sheets sold at 1.80c and galvanized at 
2.80c, and those figures have not been general; 1.40c 
is the correct figure for a quotation that is general 
and based on Pittsburgh prices, since less than this 
cannot be done in a great percentage of the territory. 


PITTSBURGH. 


The prices are: No. 28 black, 1.85c¢ to 1.90c; No. 
28 tin mill black, 1.80c to 1.85c; No. 28 galvanized, 
2.85c to 2.90c; No. 10 blue annealed, 1.35c to 1.40c; 
No, 28 painted corrugated, 2.10c to 2.15c; No. 28 gal- 
vanized corrugated, 3.00c to 3.05¢c. 


TIN. 

Though the market has been quiet on spot and 
jobbing orders, some of the larger consumers are 
showing interest in March, April and May deliveries. 
The prospects are that if the foreign market con- 
tinues steady, the rank and file of consumers will 
show more interest and increase their purchases. The 
buying on the recent decline has come almost entire- 
ly from the larger consumers and for future delivery. 
New York quotations on tin are as follows: 

Wholesale, 36.87%; city delivery, 36.87% ; ton lots, 
37.12% to 37.25. January: Wholesale, 36.87%. Feb- 


ruary: Wholesale, 37.00. March: Wholesale, 37.12%. 


TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate mills of the steel corporation are now 
running at 88 per cent of capacity and sheet mills at 
75 per cent. All the indications are that there will be 
an increase rather than any falling away from these 
rates. 

The new high records of the steel and allied indus- 
tries last year, in spite of the decreases during the 
last half of the year, are undoubtedly responsible 
in part for the more cheerful sentiment that exists. 

The steel trade during its entire forty-five years 
of existence as an industry, has never reached its fig- 
ures of 1913, the production of 32,500,000 tons of in- 
gots. Nor is there an equal in the history of Ameri- 
can pig iron making in the United States to the record 
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of 31,000,000 tons. A new high mark is also set in 
the movement of 50,000,000 tons of Lake Superior 
iron ore. Fifty open hearth steel furnaces with a total 
capacity of 2,500,000 tons are now under construc- 
tion: during the year just passed, 51 new furnaces 
went into operation, their combined capacity being 
close to 3,000,000 tons a year. Incidentally, it is 
worthy of note that with more than 20,000,000 tons 
of finished steel put into use each year, the country’s 
supply of scrap steel is steadily increasing. 





PIG IRON. 


The figures on pig iron production for December 
show the smallest output for any month since that of 
August, 1911. The total gross tonnage was 1,983,607 
as against 2,233,603 tons in November or a Decem- 
ber daily average of 63,987 tons as against the No- 
vember daily average of 74,453. 

In the middle west, the volume of business shows 
a material improvement. In the Chicago district, the 
increases include all classes of business. In eastern 
districts, some furnaces are said to have made very 
3 low prices, a few along Lake Erie quoting the lowest 
4 prices in fifteen years. The tonnage sold during the 
' week has been heavy. The Westinghouse Air Brake 
Company’s purchases were concluded ; they amounted 
to about 15,000 tons of foundry and forge for equal 
delivery over the first half of the year. The iron was 
practically all secured on the basis of $13.65, delivered, 
for No. 2 foundry and $13.15, delivered, for forge. 
The average freight on the iron actually taken would 


probably be not over 65 cents, and on this basis, it is 
3 estimated that the average price realized at furnace 
: was all of $13.00. 

The total sales of pig iron during the past two 
4 weeks are estimated by well informed authorities as 


high as 300,000 tons, of which 100,000 tons were 
placed in the New York district. In the Eastern mar- 
kets several inquiries calling for tonnages of about 
10,000 tons are pending, besides a_ considerable 
amount of smaller business. The demand is mostly 
for spot and first quarter delivery. 

Good inquiries continue. Formidable lists are 
made of the foundry, pipe, and other concerns that 
are in the marekt for pig iron. 

4 In the last two weeks many large foundry inter- 
ests have made purchases or have entered the mar- 
kets and the broadest buying in many months is said 
to be under way. One inquiry by pipe interests is for 
d 60,000 tons. One Ohio River Company has bought 
. 18,000 tons; Southern basic has sold at $10.50. In 
more than a few northern centers, quotations of 
$10.75 are reported on southern No. 2 foundry iron. 
How suddenly pig iron production can change is re- 
vealed in the figures on output for December and 
November. Though December production was the 
. smallest of any month in the past two years, the total 
: production of coke and anthracite pig iron for the 
year was the greatest on record. 





COKE. 
In spite of the fact that a reduction of $2 has been 
made on large tonnages of furnace coke, it seems some- 
what firmer than it was last week at this time. How- 
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ever, some very small tonnages for the first half de- 
livery have been sold. 

The prices on furnace coke for the Connellsville 
district are somewhat stronger, owing to the fact that 
a very large quantity of this grade has been sold 
recently. Foundry, as well as furnace coke, from 
the New River district are held at a premium since 
the larger per cent of this has already been con- 
tracted for. Following the movement of strong buy- 
ing during the latter part of December the market 
has been very quiet. Ohio furnaces contracted for 
some 10,000 tons of furnace coke during that period. 
Reports continue to come from all districts that ovens 
are being put out regularly and this is especially true 
in the Connellsville district. 

The prices at ovens are: Connellsville district, 
Foundry coke, prompt shipment, $2.50 to $2.75; con- 
tract, $2.50 to $2.75. Furnace coke, prompt shipment, 
$1.80 to $1.90; contract, $1.85 to $2.00. New River 
district: Foundry coke, prompt shipment, $2.85 to 
$3.50; contract, $2.85 to $3.50. Furnace coke, prompt 
shipment, $2.50 to $2.75: contract, $2.50 to $2.75.

Wire products generally are quoted down a dol- 
lar a ton on the basis of 1.55 for nails. Some sales 
were reported of wire nails for spot shipment at 1.50, 
but 1.55 is price quoted with a firm tendency. 





Matthew, Addy & Company’s Market Report, Janu- 
ary 10, says: 


After the dull times last month, pig iron seems com- 
paratively lively. There has been during the week steady 
buying in all markets and inquiry is progressively increasing. 
A great effort has been made by consumers to batter down 
prices and there have been rumors of all kinds of ridiculous 
quotations. As a rule, these quotations have had no basis 
in actual fact. The market has settled to $13 for Northern 
No. 2 and $11 Birmingham for Southern No. 2 and pur- 
chases have been at these figures. 

One of the great elements of future strength in the 
market is the fact that there are no stocks of iron in the 
country. Consumers have no accumulations in their yards 
and the furnaces have not piled iron. In addition, there has 
been a large reduction in furnace output. Certain it is that 
the country is producing no surplus iron today, and the 
way things are going, there will be a shortage developed 
before long. The furnaces have been particularly unfortu- 
nate in the course of the past few years. The cost of labor, 
and in the last analysis iron is practically all labor, has 
steadily advanced and the price of iron has steadily de- 
clined. Other manufacturers are able to slow up or to ad- 
vance the cost of their product, but iron furnaces are rigid 
—they have to be run to the top limit or else shut down 
entirely and so the iron furnaces have caught it coming and 
going.
